If the river was open all 
the year round an average of 25 or 30 
men would earn good wages, as they 
could sell every pound at an average 
of 10 cents, and one man engaged in 
hatching would replace all they could

The President and the Russian Jews. 
Wasn maro, April 26. 

Judge ‘ Belford, representative in 
| Congress from Colorado, had an inter- 
view to-day with the President regard- 
ing the persecution of the Jews in 
Russia. The Judge showed that the 
atrocities practiced on Jews in Russia 


property by plunder and Are, injury to 
person, murderous assaults, outrages 
on mothers, wives and daughters, 
and deliberate murder. As nearly 
as the results of these atro ities can 
be ascertained and stated in figures, 
it appears that 20,000 have been vio- 
lated, 60 men killed, 70 wounded, 
20,000 rendered homeless, and about 
$75,000,000 in property stolen and 
wrecked. Judge Belford reminded 
the President that. intervention in 
such cases has beeii practiced by civ- 
ilized nations for the past two cen- 
turies. He cited a number of cases 
where intervention has been practiced 


Russia in bebalf of persecuted Chris- 
tians in Turkey; intervention by 
Russia in behalf of Greek Christians 
in Turkish dominions was the avowed 
justification for undertaking the Cri- 
mean war; and again in 1877, inter- 
vention of Russia in behalf of Chris- 
tian subjects of the Sultan was the 
single pretext for the Russo-Turkish 
war. e President said he felt deep- 
ly interested in the case of persecuted 
Hebrews, and was determined to do 
everything proper to induce Russia to 
extend the fullest protection to this 
class. He bad addressed a communi- 
cation to our representative at St. Pe- 
tersburg directing him to invite the at- 
tention of the Czar to these repeated 
atrocities; to express the abhorrence 
felt in this country in relation to their 
perpetration, and entreating him to 
exercise his authority to prevent their 
recurrence. The President further 
said that while it was a delicate mat- 
ter for this Government to interfere 
with matters between the Geverament 
of Russia and its subjects, yet he was 
determined to do all possible. In any 
event he was determined that Ameri- 
Jean Hebrews temporarily residing in 
Russia should receive the care and 
protection of their Government, 


Homes for Jewish Refugees. 
CMA, April 26. 
A Mr. Spear, of Cincinnati, one of 
the three Commissioners to whom are 
to be consigned the United States 
quota of Hebrew refagees from Russia, 
has just returned from a prospecting 
tour of the Yellow Stone country. He 
was more than pleased and expressed 
himself unmistakably in favor of the 
bottom lands .between Miles City 
and Glendina as a location for 
5,000 of the refugees. He. furth- 
er said he would strongly recom- 
mend this site to his brother Com- 
missioners, and offers to pay their ex- 
penses if, after a trip to this country, 
they did not agree with him. Each 
family is to take a small farm and will 
be furnished with sufficient money to 
put up a house and buy one year’s 
provisions. With this start they can 
pay individual attention to their pros- 
pects. In this connection it may be 
stated that the Russian Jews, unlike 
their compeers of other countries, have 
a large proportion who are acquainted 
with agriculture. Many of them are

Captain Eugene B. Gibbs of the 
regular army died yesterday of Brigbt's 
disease, aged 48 years.

He announced, however, that while 
under these circumstances the Demo- 
crats would not be responsible for any 
defects in the bill, they would never- 
theless furnish the votes to pass it 
rather than risk a failure to obtain re- 
lief for the people of the Pacific coast. 


Grant’s New Policy. 
WASHINGTON, April 26. 

A letter was received here a few 
days ago, by an applicant for a posi- 
tion, from General Grant in reply 
to a request for his indorsement, 
in which General Grant says that 
he has not recommended any one for 
office recently unless his opinion has 
been requested by the President or 
some member of his Cabinet. Ile had 
made but one exception to this rule, 
and that was in the case of the army 
appointment ( Fitz-John Porter 7) 
which, if the best interests of the ser- 
vice, and if justice to the service had 
been done, would have been made long 
ago. He did not intend in fature to 
suggest or interfere in the slightest de- 
gree with appointments.

PROLIFIC PORKESRS. 


What May be Done in the way of Sup 
plying the Home Demand. 


The Gazerre has frequently referred 
to Nevada’s undeveloped possibilities 
in different directions. There is one 
thing that seems certain to be profita- 
ble which has hardly been noticed by 
the State papers. That is the excel- 
lent opportunities for raising and the 
steady market for pork. Los Angeles 
now sends large quantities to San 
Francisco, and so do the Sacramento 


and San Joaquin valleys, as well as 
Oregon. Nevada constantly imports 
live bogs from over the mountains. 
There are many places in Nevada 
where hogs couid be raised more profi- 
tably than hay or grain. H. ©. Em- 
mons, at Lovelock’s station, is going 
into the business quite extensively. 
He has 150 fine sows on his ranch on 
the edge of Humboldt Lake. They 
run in the tules all day, but come up 
to the stable to sleep. He feeds them 
a little alfalfa, which they eat hearti- 
ly, in order to keep them tame. They 
are fond of alfalfa and will leave 
everything else to eat if. He has pens 
covered with tule, where he puts — 
up as soon as they have young, and 
keeps them there until the pigs are old 
enough to eat. He boils wheat for the 
young ones. There are about 188 lit- 
tle fellows now, all weighing abont a 
pound and a half or two peunds 
apiece, and as lively as fleas. The 


ranch is a sight to behold when 350 or 


400 squealers, young and old, come 
up at night. They are all, black, and 
the whole country seems te be one 
mass of squirming porkers. They feed 
fat on a wild vine in the tule, and sell 
readily for 7 cents a pound on the 
ranch.
